for  the  I>eaf  and  the  Blind'. 

Gentlemen : 

e are  pleased  to  submit  to  you  the  one  hundred  twentieth 
annual  report  of  the  school.  Excellent  progress  has  been  made 
in  most  areas  as  is  indicated  in  the  reports  of  1113’  associates. 

Cedar  Spring  opened  the  11)07-08  school  term  with  an  enroll- 
ment of  521  students.  This  was  an  increase  of  29  over  the  pre- 
vious 3"ear.  The  school  population  was  divided  as  follows:

interest  in 

Cedar  Spring  bx'  increasing  the  appropriation  for  the  School 
lor  the  Deaf  aiul  the  Plind  by  $243,293.00.  This  increase  in- 
cluded, among  other  things,  a $300.00  raise  for  each  teacher  and 
a 5%  raise  for  other  emplovees.  In  addition,  11101103^  was  appro- 
ju-iated  for  strengthening  the  Aphasic  School,  for  helping  with 
expenses  of  aphasic  children  attending  schools  outside  the  state 
of  South  Carolina,  and  for  two  deaf-blind  children  to  attend  a 
special  school  in  Alabama. 

The  educational  area  of  the  school  made  much  progress  dur- 
ing the  year  just  completed.  Administrative  changes  were  made 
which  has  strengthened  each  school.  The  positions  of  Prin- 
cijoal  of  the  School  for  the  Deaf  and  the  Principal  of  the  School 
for  the  Blind  were  created.  Mr.  Patrick  J.  Dowling  was  ap- 
pointed Principal  of  the  School  for  the  Deaf  and  Mr.  David  C. 
Champion,  Principal  of  the  School  for  the  Blind.  Mr.  Dow- 
ling came  to  South  Carolina  from  the  Illinois  School  for  the 
Deaf  where  he  had  taught  for  some  years.  He  is  a trained 
teacher  of  the  deaf  and  under  his  direction,  education  in  this 
school  has  moved  forward  during  the  year.  IMr.  David  Cham- 
pion, after  having  been  here  as  a teacher  and  as  Supervising

d'eachers'  (’olle^e  has  headed  up  the  School  for  the  Aphasic.  ‘ 

1 nder  his  direction,  many  things  have  been  done  to  up<rrade  and 
improve  this  program.  Pi-i'parations  were  made  to  return  threi' 
a])hasic  children  to  the  j)uhlic  schools  durin<r  the  comin<r  year.  To 
prepari'  tlu*se  thi-e»‘  students  for  ri'turnin^  to  the  public  .school, 
they  attemled  a local  elementary  .school  during  the  latter  part 
of  the  yeai-.  We  hojie  this  will  he  successful  and  that  more  of 
our  aphasic  children  can  he  returned  to  a normal  way  of  life. 

Other  departments  of  the  school  were  also  reviewed  and 
strengthened.  The  Cdiild-(’are  Department  was  driven  much  time 
and  many  chaiifres  were  either  made  or  jilans  set  up  for  future 
chanjjfes  which  we  believe  will  allow  our  frirls  and  hoys  to  have  a 
more  normal  life  on  our  campus.  We  feel  that  the  time  that  our  j 
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students  spend  outside  of  the  classroom  has  not  been  given  the 
emphasis  that  it  deserves.  For  tliis  reason,  we  are  doubly  pleased 
that  a substantial  stai't  was  made  in  the  direction  of  providing  a 
more  satisfjung  life  for  our  girls  and  boys  during  their  non-class- 
room  hours. 


This  has  been  a year  which  has  been  a challenge  to  every 
person  in  every  department  of  the  school.  INIuch  progress  was 
made  in  each  but  perha])s  even  more  significant  than  the  i)ro- 
gress  made  was  the  planning  for  future  changes  in  maii}^ 
areas.  These  changes.  1 am  sure  will  be  reflected  in  tbe  annual 
reports  of  the  next  few  years.

FOR  THE  IHTNl) 


Mucli  tiiiu'  anti  concent  rated  cffoi-t.  as  well  as  money,  have 
pone  into  tlio  sel(>etion  of  teaehinp  aids  and  learninp  devices 
for  onr  visually  inipairt'd  pupils  in  both  the  academic  and  voca- 
tional dej)artim*nts.  ^^hth  th(>  addition  of  .‘55  Ih'aille  writers,  ami 
those  owned  hy  a few  of  the  pni)ils,  almost  every  pupil  iisinp 
Braille  has  the  use  of  a P>raille  writ(*r. 

Our  preatest  needs  have  been  for  those  pnj)ils  iisinp  lai'pe 
])rint  as  their  medium  of  learninp.  Practically  all  they  have 
had.  prior  to  now.  have  been  their  textbooks.  Much  of  the  new 
equipment  was  houpht  with  these  ])upils  in  mind.  Durinp  the 
school  year  we  have  purchased;  2 overhead  projectors;  2 - IGmm 
motion  ))icture  ]ii-ojectors  with  87  motion  picture  films;  2 - 35mm 
filmstrip  projectoi's  with  208  filmstri])s  and  correlated  records;

-J:  })rojector  stands  and  2 film  racks;  2 tape  recorders  and  238 
ta[)es;  2 record  players;  2 Giant  Primer  typewriters  with  mathe- 
matical keyboards;  375  larg'e  tj^'pe  library  books;  29  Braille 
l)ooks,  and  33  story  records.  Not  only  will  the  pupils  with  partial 
vision  be  al)le  to  profit  from  this  new  eqiupment,  bnt,  if  properly 
used,  blind  ])iipils  can  profit  as  well. 

The  vocational  dejtartment,  as  well  as  the  academic  depart- 
ment, needed  new  ecjnipment.  Because  typewriting  is  so  es.sential 
for  pupils  with  impaired  vision,  we  purchased  15  new  type- 
writers. Our  pupils  begin  the  study  of  typewriting  in  the  sixth 
grade  and  continue  its  study  until  they  are  able  to  pass  pro- 
ficiency tests.  The  pupils  do  much  of  their  written  work  on 
the  typewriter.  In  .several  instances  former  pupils  have  secured 
positions  as  tyi)ists.  Three  of  la.st  year’s  graduating  class  are 
now  pursuing  the  study  further. 

Since  our  massage  class  is  no  longer  using  the  facilities  of 
the  Y.M.C.A..  it  Avas  necessary  to  buy  equipment  for  this  class. 
We  purchased  a bisolar,  massage  table,  a hydrocollator  and  a 
hand  massager.  The  tuning  department  Avas  also  in  need  of 
equijunent.  For  this  course  Ave  purcha.sed  key  recovery  equipment 
from  start  to  finish.  B’ith  all  this  neAV  equipment.  Ave  feel  that 
our  teachers  can  do  a better  job  of  teaching  as  Avell  as  our 
])upils.  a better  job  of  learning. 
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An  overall  evaluation  of  the  ^)hy^;i(•al  etlueation  ])!'o<rrain  saw 
a.  marked  improvement  t)ver  last  yeai^'s  i)rojrram.  d'he  American 
Association  of  Health  and  Physit-al  Kducation  Physical  Fitness 
lest  was  administered  to  all  students  ten  years  of  a<re  and  older 
and  considei-ahle  improvement  was  noted  in  individual  j)er- 
fornianct'.  Awards  were  |)resented  to  students  showing  the  mo.'t 
improvement  in:  Physical  fitness,  posture  and  j)ersonal  ^room- 
in^.  and  Annual  d'rack  aiul  Field  Day  events. 

'Phe  e.\pei'iment  to  send  college-hound  students  to  Spartan- 
hur^'  Hi^rh  S<*hool  was  stai'ted.  I'our  pupils  tuirolled.  hut  tw*> 
chose  to  iH‘tuiui  to  (Vdar  Spi-in^  within  a few  weeks,  d'he  two 
rt'iuainin^  did  \-ei-y  well,  and  one  was  jjfraduated.  'Pwo  additional 
pupils  plan  to  entei'  Spartan  High's  tenth  ^rade  in  Septiunher. 

()ur  enrollment  this  year  was  loT.  Five  pui)ils  (uirolled  after 
.school  had  staited  and  five  dro])ped  out  to  retuiui  to  public 
school  or  ht'caust'  of  over-|)rotectiv(‘  parents.  'Phis  fijjfure  is  14 
more  than  last  year’s  enrollment.  AVe  have  18  acadiunic  tiuichers. 
T)  vocational.  '2  j)hysical  education.  2 full-time  and  h part-time 
music  teachers.

I hirteen  seniors  graduated  from  our  A'ocational  De- 
partment and  with  the  training  and  experience  gained  at  the 
South  ('ai-olina  School  for  the  Deaf  and  Blind  and  the  assistance 
(d‘  the  State  Department  of  A’^ocational  Kehabilition  futuiv  em- 
ployment s(*enis  assuiaal. 

Physical  Kducation.  a very  impoi'tant  sejrment  of  any  schools 
curriculum  and  especially  a school  for  the  deaf,  was  enjoyed 
by  all  of  oui’  .''tudent  body,  d he  children  j>artici])ated  in  many 
typ(*s  of  i-ecr(>ational  jranu'S  as  well  as  the  more  popular  s|)orts 
in  Amei'ica.  One  of  tlu'  major  hi^hli<rhts  of  tlu'  physical  educa- 
tion program  for  ^irls  ten  years  and  older  was  that  thii-teen 
stmhmts  won  the  Pi’(>sidential  Physical  Fitiu'ss  awai'd  based 
on  tlu'ir  ])('rforniance  in  physical  .strength,  stamina.  sj)eed.  ability 
and  cooi’dination.  'I'his  is  the  hijrhest  award  <riven  for  physical 
fitness  in  American 

The  school  year  PHlT-tiS  is  now  ])ast.  and  in  edmaition  it 
sonu'times  takes  a few  years  to  .see  the  full  value  of  all  the 
efforts  put  forth  by  facidty  and  stmhmt.  AVhen  the  jrraduate 
pays  you  a visit  and  tells  you  of  his  successcas  and  you  sc‘e  a 
fornuM’  stmhmt  on  tlu'  job  and  making  a contribution  to  society, 
you  know  tlu*  edmaition  they  recc'ived  is  tiady  worth  all  the  time, 
effort,  and  money.

an  attempt  to  alleviate  the  various  lan<riia<re  prol)lems  of  this 
^n-oiip  of  A})hasic  children.  A full  time  speech  therapist  was  a 
valuahle  new  addition  to  the  staff  this  yeai'.  She  worked  on  a 
(>ne-t()-om‘  basis  with  the  children. 

d'he  academic  curriculum  consisted  of  a strong  emi)hasis  on 
overall  lan^ua^e  development  and  s|)eech  training:  and  thera{)V 
plus  the  regular  academic  areas  that  are  a part  of  any  public 
M-hool  primary  ^o'ade  curriculum.  Xumerous  field  trips  to  near- 
hy  points  of  interest  such  as  the  aii'])ort.  the  dairy,  the  bakery, 
the  pet  ."hop,  the  television  .station,  the  theater  ami  a cookout 
pi'ovided  veiw  worthwhile  and  intei(‘>tin^  supplements  to  the 
.M-hool  work.  Local  .st‘r\  ice  clul)s  and  church  «rroups  ^ave  jzener- 
ously  of  tlu'ir  tiuu'  and  talents  by  providin<r  re^odar  holiday 
j)ai'tit's.  ( )ne  o-roup  ^ave  many  ^ifts  and  dormitory  items  to 
tlu'  children. 

In  addition  to  the  academic  ai'cas  the  children  pro^r(>."sed 
socially  and  emotionally  thi-ou^h  daily  music  and  |)hysic-al  edu- 
cation e.\])eriences.  A piano  recital  hi^hli^htc'd  a year's  work  in 
piano  le.s.sons  for  thi-ee  of  the  children.  Childi-en  with  motor 
])roI)lems  were  <;iven  si)ccial  help  and  training.  All  of  the 
I hildren  umhu'wemt  a ])sycholo^ical  evaluation  dui'injr  the  year. 
An  atteiu])t  was  mad(‘  to  educate  the  whole  child  by  ])rovidin<j; 
for  individual  di flVreiu'es.  'I'eachers  conh'i'ia'd  daily  conc(‘rnin;>; 
the  individual  j)i’ol)h“ms  of  (‘ach  child. 

This  y(‘ar  for  the  first  time  since  the  school  la'ofan  tlu're  wei'e 
two  men  on  tin*  teaching  staff.  As  teaclu'rs  often  assume  the 
parents'  i-ole  in  residential  schools.  I feel  that  this  addition 
provided  the  children  with  a more'  well  round(‘d  situation.  The 
hoys  in  particular  (Mijoyed  the  male  influence. 

I have  thoroughly  enjoyt'd  my  first  yeai'  heiT  at  the  school. 
I was  able  to  attend  a numl)ei‘  of  pi'ofessional  me('tin<is  during 
th(‘  year  inclmlin^  the'  fall  ima'tin^  of  the*  South  Carolina  Sjh'ccIi 
and  Hearing  .V.'^sociat ion.  the  State  Council  for  Exceptional 
Childiam  Convention  in  Coliimhia  and  the  Intei'iiational  Con- 
\ention  of  tlu'  Council  for  Ivxceptional  Childnm  in  New  York. 
.Vt  pre."(>nt  there'  are  twenty-nine  children  on  the'  waiting  li"t 
of  the  .V])ha."ic  School.  I hope  that  the  future  will  see  expansion 
of  the  school.

TEACHER’S  EDI^CATION  DEPARTMENT 

The  19C7-G8  school  term  marks  the  19th  year  of  the  teacher 
training  program  which  is  presented  jointly  hy  Converse  Col- 
lege and  the  South  Carolina  School  for  the  Deaf.  Including 
the  members  of  the  19G8  class,  a total  of  110  teachers  have 
graduated  from  this  program  since  it  was  established  in  1919. 
This  course.  noAv  under  the  Department  of  Psychology  at  Con- 
verse College,  carries  2G  hours  of  college  credit,  and  is  endorsed 
by  the  Conference  of  Executives  of  American  Schools  for  the 
Deaf.  Inc. 

The  joint  progi'am  offers  an  exceptional  op]>ortunity  for  those 
students  who  participate  — in  that  they  receive  a strong  liberal 
arts  background  with  a major  in  the  ])sychology  of  the  exce]v 
tional  child  in  addition  to  their  specialized  training  to  teach 
the  deaf.  These  students  may  also  take  as  electives  at  the  col- 
lege as  many  courses  in  education  as  their  schedules  will  permit.

REPORT  OF  THE  HEARING  CONSX^LTAXT 


The  enrollment  in  the  Department  for  the  Deaf  for  the  19G7- 
G8  school  term  was  389.  The  following  table  classifies  the  school 
population  on  the  basis  of  degree  of  hearing  impairment :

Of  the  339  students,  294  may  be  classified  as  having  a mod- 
erate, severe,  or  profound  hearing  loss.  The  remaining  45  may 
be  classified  as  hard  of  hearing,  or  “functionally  hard  of  hear- 
ing”, the  latter  term  signifying  that  the  children  in  this  group 
regardless  of  their  degree  of  loss  use  every  remnant  of  residual 
hearing  to  function  as  “hard  of  hearing”  individuals. 

Including  the  children  fitted  with  hearing  aids  this  year,  a 
total  of  109  deaf  pupils  and  10  aphasic  pupils  used  aids  this 
year.  Hearing  aid  evaluations  were  completed  on  20  students 
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i iul  aids  were  recamiiuemled  for  J^.  I'welve  of  tlu'se  eliildren 
were  fitted  with  aids:  the  reniaiiiiii<r  six  will  he  fitted  early 
ill  the  fall  when  additional  funds  will  he  availal)le.  Parents 
paid  the  full  cost  of  the  hearin<r  aid  in  one  ease,  and  a ]>art  of 
(he  cost  in  three  other  eases.  'I'wo  ehildi’en  were  fitted  witli 
sliirhtlv  used  instiaunents  that  had  been  donatcal  to  the  sehool.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PSYCHOLOGIST 

Tliis  report  covers  briefly  my  sixteenth  year  as  psychologist 
for  this  school.  work  is  scheduled  for  four  half  days  i)er 
week,  although  circumstances  sometimes  may  require  some  flexi- 
bility in  this  schedule.  My  activities  follow  the  general  pattern 
of  any  school  psychologist  with  added  emphasis  on  problems 
which  might  be  peculiar  to  deaf  children,  to  blind  children  and 
to  aphasic  children  living  under  institutional  conditions.  My 
report  for  1954  discus.ses  in  some  detail  the  handling  of  prob- 
lems which  present  themselves  from  year  to  year. 

Since  my  19GT  report,  I have  interviewed  and/or  tested  219 
stiulents  and  17  applicants.  I have  had  conferences  with  })arents 
and  with  rei)resentatives  of  vai'ious  county  welfare  depart- 
ments regarding  children  who  are  either  in  this  school  or  who 
might  be  sent  here.  Conferences  have  been  held  with  teachers 
and  with  the  supervisory  staff  regarding  students  who  are  hav- 
ing various  types  of  difficulties  in  adjusting  to  the  general  school 
situation.  Individual  written  reports  are  submitted  to  the 
Superintendent  on  all  cases  which  I have  studied. 

I have  visited  classrooms  to  observe  the  general  performance 
of  students  who  have  been  referred  to  me  and  have  acted  as 
consultant  to  the  Superintendent  and  to  other  school  officials 
whenever  it  was  requested. 

REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR  OF 
THE  iSrrSIC  DEPARTMENT 

The  most  significant  sign  of  progress  in  the  music  department 
this  year  was  the  formation  of  a Junior  Music  Club.  The  club 
was  sponsored  by  the  Past  Presidents  Music  Club  of  Spartan- 
burg and  assumed  the  name  of  the  “parent”  organization.  The 
club  is  affiliated  with  the  National  Federation  of  Music  Clubs 
and  has  had  an  enrollment  of  27,  an  average  attendance  of  25, 
meeting  twice  a month  on  Tuesday  evenings.  In  addition  to 
studying  the  music  and  lives  of  great  composers,  the  club  has 
served  as  an  audience  for  students  to  rehearse  solo  material 
planned  for  public  performance.  The  concert  material  to  be 
heard  in  Spartanburg  has  been  carefully  studied  and  as  a 
result  students  attending  concerts  have  a better  knowledge  and 
appreciation  of  the  music  they  have  heard.  A greater  interest 
in  the  concerts  has  resulted  and  every  seat  available  on  the 
bus  has  been  filled  for  each  of  the  nine  concerts.  In  addition

students  were  presented  in  a ])iano  recital.  The  material  they 
offered  in  this  program  exceeded  that  of  the  average  students 
at  this  age  level  and  was  very  well  done.  This  recital  was  con- 
vincing ])roof  of  what  can  he  done  with  these  students  in  music 
ami  that  we.  ])erhai)s.  have  only  grazed  the  surface  in  this  area, 
d'he  work  will  he  continued  next  year  with  these  and  additional 
students. 

The  Annual  this  year  was  dedicated  to  Miss  iNIarion  iSpigener 
who  devoted  many  years  to  the  teaching  of  piano,  singing  and 
music  appreciation  in  the  lower  grades.  This  honor  was  well 
earned  by  Miss  Spigener. 

REPORT  OF  THE  SOCIAL  AVORKER 

The  past  few  years  have  been  years  of  rapid  change  and 
growth  to  meet  new  demands  of  service.  This  year  there  has 
l)een  an  increase  in  requests  for  enrollment  for  both  the  Blind 
and  Deaf  Schools.  All  indications  are  that  this  trend  will  con- 
tinue in  the  coming  years.  Long  range  plans  to  meet  the  needs 
of  a larger  student  population  have  been  made  and  will  be  of 
])rimary  importance. 

iMy  work  at  the  school  has  been  pleasant  and  profitable  in 
many  ways  this  year.  This  has  largely  been  due  to  the  coopera- 
tion I have  received  from  parents,  our  staff  and  other  agencies, 
both  on  a state  and  local  level. 

REPORT  OF  TI-IE  HOUSEDI  RECTOR
